dend has been deferred by the Missouri Pacific 
directors. Jay Gould evidently is getting 
ready to make serious trouble for the roads 
running from the Missouri River and the Mis- 
sissippi River to the East. As soon asthe 
new “ cut-off ” of which he speaks has been 
completed he proposes to make Kansas trib- 
utary to New Orleans instead of Chicago and 
will divert all the business he can via New 
Orleans, Memphis, and Arkansas City. The 
managers of the Chicago and Alton, Burling- 
ton, etec., say there will be the worst kind of a 
row if Gould makes the same rates from.Kan- 
sas to New Orleans as the Chicago lines make 
from Kansas to Chicago; and this is what 
Gould proposes todoif he means what he 
says. By looking at a map it will be 
seen that while it is about 800 miles 
from Kansas to tidewater at New Orleans 
it is fully 1,700 miles from Kansas 
to tidewater via Chicago. This gives Jay 
Gould an immense advantage. He evidently 
expects a severe fight, and for this reason 
keeps Missouri Pacific money in the treasury 


’ instead of paying it out to the stockholders. 
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The lines running East from St. Louis and 
Chicago are even more interested in the com- 
ing conflict than the lines leading from the 
Missouri River to Chicago. The latter can 
take the grain to the elevators here and keep 
it there until navigation opens in the spring,

Retirement of Guarantee Fund Notes De- 
ferred. 

Bostox, Maas., Sept. 28.—The following cir- 
cular will issue from the office of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé tomorrow to the holders 
of the guarantee fund mortgage 6 per cent 
notes: 


Guarantee fund mortgage 6 per cent notes of 
the Atchison company, issued Nov. 1, 1888, and 
due Nov. 1, 1891, for $9,000,000 and of which the 
company has acquired since their issue and has 
now in the wenguty $2,000.000, leaving $7,000,000 
outstanding in the hands of yourselves, are upon 
an underlying lien to the general mortgage 
4 per cent id bonds indenture of the 
company dated Oct. 15, 1589, which orig- 
inated with the financial reorgani- 
gation of the company and moreover pro- 
vision was made for the retention by the Union 
Trust company of New York as trustee of general 
mortgage 4 per cent gold bonds of an equal 
amount of such bends $9,000,000 to provide for 
ultimate retirement of the zuarantee fund notes.

Great Northern Extension. 

A Chicago man who has just returned from 
atrip over the line of construction of the 
Great Northern’s extension to the Flathead 
Valley and the Pacific says the entire line is 
under an advanced stage of construction from 
the Rockies toa point near Spokane. The 
rails are down to McCarthysville, seven miles 
west of the summit of the main range, and the 
steel will reach Kalispell early in November.

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ACCUSED BY A “CROOK.” 


SENSATIONAL CHARGES BY THE “KING : 


OF BURGLARERS” AT BOSTON. 


He Claims a Prominent Private Detective 
of the Hub Has for Years Been the “Go- 
Between” and Pal of Thieves—The Alle- 
gations Directed Against the Intimate 
Friend of the Superintendent of Police— 
Astonishing Revelations Are Promised. 


Bostos, Mass., Sept. 28.—[{Special.]—Last 
week Langdon W. Moore, a “crook” styled 
the “‘King of Burglars,”’ came out in the pa- 
pers with a confession as to the crimes com- 
mitted by himself and implicating therein 
George W. Chapman, an ex-Sergeant of Po- 
lice, a licensed private detective, and for many 
years, it is alleged, the bosom friend of Su- 
perintendent of Police Small. Briefly the 
charges were to the effect thas Chapman has 
for years been the pal of robbers and has 
been the prime mover in many noted crimes. 
The charges were brought to the attention of 
the Police Commissioners and Chapman was 
summoned to appear before the board and 
make an explanation, The board met today. 
Much to the surprise of the Commissioners 
Chapman refused to appear. He returned 
his license as a private detective, however, 
and there the matter must rest so far as he is 
concerned. It is probable, however, the 
Commissioners will look into other things in 
connection with the case, 

A Reformed Pickpocket’s Claims. 

Moore’s revelations are supplemented 
by the assertions of one James Munkittrick, 
a reformed pickpocket who has since his 
refortnation done some valuable work for the 
police department in the secret service. 

Moore and Munkittrick in their statements 
—and they express a readiness to establish the 
truth of their assertions in court and under 
oath—declare that Chapman for years was 
hand and glove with ** crooks’ of every kind. 
not only enabling them to keep out of the 
hands of the law, but planning ‘‘jobs’’ and 
*“steering’’ his allied “crooks’’ general.y, 
receiving of the booty secured in each in- 
stance a specified percentage. These allega- 
tions are not only general, but startlingly spe- 
cific. Moore tells of numerous bank robberies 
which have for years remained impenetrable 
mysteries, implicating Chapman in the con- 
ception and execution of the several jobs, as 
well as afterwards receiving his share of the 
booty in each instance and going far towards 
securing for the guilty ones immunity from 
arrest. Munkittrick, too, is no less specific, 
and weaves a web of evidence about Chapman 
that leaves littie doubt that he is all that is 
charged against him—the “ pal’’ and co-work- 
er with bank robbers, sneak thieves, pick- 
pockets, and. blackmailers. The evidence te 
this end isoverwhelmmg and rests not alone 
upon the words of the two reformed 
“crooks.”’ Munkittrick has letters which 
he has intrusted into the hands of 
one of the daily Db, written and 
in some instances signed by Chapman with 
his name in full, which show beyond the 
slightest doubt that Chapman maintained 
such relations with the notorious pickpocket 
as he alleges. Weighty outside testimony, 
too, is adduced to the same end—namely: go- 
ing to show that Chapman for years was in 
league and was known by Ahe police to be in 
league with thieves and biack mailers. 

The Whole Department Involved. 

But interest centers not in Chapman and his 
alleged record of crime. Were his alieged 
rascalities all that is involved in the exposé it 
would be counted interesting reading, a moral 
would be drawn as to the need of a closer 
surveillance of private detectives, and the 


matter would become merely a nine-days’- 


wonder. 

But the Police Department of the city of 
Baston is involved in the scandal; how far re- 
mains to seen.

He appeared surprised and said, ‘This 
is strange. I don’t know anything about it.’ 

“ We ali knew about it, however, when pay- 
day came, for Supt. Small would not sign my 
voucher, as he had done monthly since my 
engagement by Mr. Hanscom. Finally the 
Chief Inspector went to him and insisted that 
the money should be paid, and the result was 
that Supt. Small acceded to his request on the 
condition that I should immediately be cut off 
from the department.”’ 

Hanscom was soon after dropped from the 
police force. Munkittrick Was never rein- 
stated, Chapman was neither brought to trial 
nor deprived of his license as a private de- 
tective, while Supt. Smail makes statements 
now, when under fire, which others are pre- 
pared to prove, they say, are false, and the 
Superintendent of Police further expresses it 
as his belief that Chapman is an honest man. 


THE COW WHIPPED THE RATTLER. 


Bat the Victory Was Won at the Cost of 
Her Own Valuable Life. 

Gatzton, Pa., Sept. 19.—Cattle pasturing 
or browsing in localities infested by rattle- 
snakes detect the dangerous presence of the 
reptiles by scent, a fact which observation 
and experiment have positively established. 
As a rule, when a rattlesnake is thus scented, 
the animal will either hasten away from the 
spot or change the directién of its feeding. 

Deer also detect rattlesnakes by scent, but 
instead of retreating from the reptile follow 
up the scent and attack the rattidr or rattlers. 
They have a deadly hatred for the venomous 
snakes and destroy large numbers of them by 
tramping them to death with their fore feet, 
which they handle so dexterously that a snake 
once attacked by them rarely escapes. 

The rule of retreating from the proximity of 
rattlesnakes on the part of cattle was broken 
the other day by a fine Alderney cow that was 

asturing inan old meadow on Bald Hill, a 
ocality up South Branch with a wide reputa- 
tion for rattlesnakes. There were several 
cows in the field, and a boy who was crossing 
it noticed that first one and then another of 
the cows, as they fed along towards a bogg 
place, raised her head, sniffed the air, 
then turned away from the s The boy 
knew that the cows had scented a rattlesnake, 
and all but one of them avoided it. That one 
was the Alderney cuw. She stood still with 
her head raised for a moment, then gave it a 
peculiarly ugly shake, and ted on directly to- 
ward the spot where the snake was 
lying. The cow had gone but a few 
steps when the snaie 
tles. The cow steppe@ and 
between retreat and hdilding her ground, 
Looking ahead thé boy discovered the rattle- 
snake lying by a a few feet beyond where 
the cow stood, he started to drive her 
away from her danger, but she had nade up 
her mind wos time, and with a vicious bel- 
low she rus forward with her head lowered 
to catch the snake on her s. The rattler 
made his strike and sank his in the 
cow’s lower lip. The cow shook snake 
loose and backed away, lashing her sides furi- 
ee’ Bg her , while ‘the rattler coiled 


. 


The cow stood still a moment, and then, 
with a louder, madder beliow than before, 
dashed once more upon the snake. This time 
the rattler struck his assailant in the nose, 
Again he was shaken loose,» and the cow 
plunged upon him as he coiled for a third 
strike and planted both fore feet upon him, 
crushing him in several places. Still the rat- 
tler continued the fight, trymg to coil and 
strike, but the cow trampled him-again under 
her feet, and continued . trampling him until 
the reptile was ground into bits. 

During the fight between. the cow and the 
rattler the other cows stopped feeding and 
stood gazing at. the contest with heads high in 
the air and flashing eyes, as if they understood 
the deadly perilof their companion. If they 
did they had good reason, for, although the 
cow got home with the others'that afternoon, 
she died from the effects of the rattlesnake’s 
bites an hour later.

LIFE-SAVING APPARATUS. 


VALUE OF GUNS AND LINE-CARRYING 
PROJECTILES. 


Marine Men Interested in Proceedings of 
the Board of Supervising Inspectors of 
Steam Vessels—More Speculation About 
the Possibility of the Retirement of 
Gen, Raum—Unveiling of a Statue of 
the Pope— Miscellanous Washington 
News. 

Wasutnator, D, C., Sept. 28.—[Special. ]— 
Marine men are a good deal interested in the 
meeting of the Board of Supervising Inspect- 
ors of Steam Vessels. The meeting is heid in 
answer toacall from the “Secretary of the 
Treasury to consider the matter of the value 
of life-saving guns and line-carrying projectiles 
to be used on board of vessels. There were 
present today in addition to Supervising In- 
spector-General James A. Dumont, President 
of the board, the inspectors of all the 
districts except the First. This meet- 
ing is held in accordance with the 
act of Congress approved March 3, 1891, 
directing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to make a series of experiments with such line 
carrying projectiles and the means of propel- 
ling them as may be submitted, and to report 
the same to Congress at the beginning of the 
first session of the Fifty-second Congress; and 
also his opiniou as to whether necessity ex- 
ists for such life-saving’ appliances ‘as are 
now required by the regulations of the 
Treasury Department under the sections 
of the Revised Statutes as amended, and as 
to what changes, if any, in such law or 
regulations may be deemed advisable by 
him to meet the imterests of life-saving 
and the shipping interests alike. Representa- 
tives of various gun and other projectile man- 
ufacturers were present this afternoon to 
speak in the interest of their several instru- 
ments and to answer such questions as to their 
nature and value as the members of the board 
might see fit to ask. Experiments may be 
inade at some early date with these guns in 
the presence of the board before the latter 
complete their report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Capt. Rogers Birnie is detailed by 
the Secretary of War to sit with the board as 
an ordnance expert.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The Latest Rumor About the Retirement 
of Gen. Raum from the Pension Bareau. 
Wasurveron, D. C., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—A 

member of the Cabinet is now given as author- 
ity for Commissioner Raum’s retirement. It is 
said that the resignation has been in the hands 
of the President for two months past. Con- 
trary to the current talk Secretary Noble has 
not been seeking the resignation. The Secre- 
tary has pointed out that as measured by the 
amount of work done dnd the promptness 
with which the claims of the veterans have 
been passed on Gen. Raum’s administration 
makes a better showing than any of his pre- 
decessors. But this is foreign to the reasons 
which in view of the President’s advisers 
make a change desirable. Judge Payson finds 
himself talked of for the position but he is in- 
different. Ex-Congressman Rowell, however, 
has friends working in his behalf. 


Unveiled the Pope’s Statue. 


This afternoon the marble statue of the 
Pope, presented to the Catholic University by 
Joseph Loubat of New York, was unveiled. 
The exercises were simple but were partici- 
pated in by Cardinal. Gibbons and a largo 
number of “weer members of the priest- 
hood as well as of the laity. Bishop Keane 
delivered the principal address. The statue 
is the work ot Guise Lucetti, one of the 
best known of the modern Italian school, and 
has already been fully deseribed. It occupied 
the sculptor over a year and its total cost has 
been over $20,000. ‘he model of thestatue was 
submitted to the Pope for. his approval, and 
in return for the gift the Pontiff conferred 
the title of Count upon Mr. Loabat. The 
three sides of the bear inseriptions.

Rights of Indian Parent. 


The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has re- 
ceived a copy of the recent opinion by Judge 
Green of the District Court of the Territory of 
Oklahoma direct the restoration to his 
parents of an Indian boy placed in the gov- 
ernment Indian school at prvi ee the In- 
dian office officials. ‘The father of the boy be- 
yan habeas corpus p ings to secure pos- 
session of his son, who under an act passed 
at the last session of Congress had 
been compelled to attend school. Judge 
Green held that as the Indian of- 
fice had not issued, as required by the act, 
rules and regulations to compel the attend- 
ance of Indian children at schools provided 
for them, the reten:ion of the boy opateney to 
the will of his parents was illegal. The effect 
of this decision is regarded by the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs as likely to prove 
prejudicial to the schools, and it is the inten- 
tion to carry the case to a higher court. The 
Judge in his ovinion took the ground that the 
right of a parent to the custody of his chil- 
dren belonged to the indian as well as to a 
white man. 

Redemption of the Bonds, 


The amount of 44¢ per cent bonds continued 
at 2 per cent today was $25,000, making the 
total continued to date $25,098,950. The total 
amount of 44 percent bonds redeemed to 
date is $17, Of this amount $11,950 
were presen at New York Saturday, and 
$116,600 were presented at Washington. It 
was said at the Treasury Department today 
that the privilege of continumg these bo 
at 2 per cent is now confined solely to bonds 
presented in proper shape on or before Sept. 
30, and that bunds received for that 
will not be considered if defective in any of 
the forms required by the regulations unless 
such defect can be fully remedied within the 
period specified.
